UR story ended in the last issue with the advent of 
Oakville Quiet Lad, referred to as the father of 
Rosemere breeding. His claim to this title had its 
origin in the tremendous influence which he ex- 

erted on the herd’s subsequent progress—an influence that 
probably would have been shared by Glenfoil Thickset 2nd 
had not the condition of the herd’s finances made it a prac- 
tical necessity to accept a very generous offer for him by 
Mr. McHenry. Be that as it may, Oakville Quiet Lad was 
a worthy successor. Never defeated in any show ring (and 
they were many and important) except by Glenfoil Thickset 
2nd, and never in his own class, Oakville Quiet Lad closed 
his long career of show yard triumphs by winning the su- 
preme championship at the Chicago International of 1910. 
From then on followed a long period of service as chief herd 
sire which ended only with his death in 1920. So great were 
his powers of reproduction that today in the herd of 700 
very few animals are found that do not bear the influence of 
this phenomenally prepotent sire. Prize winners carrying 
his blood are on record by the hundred. So indelible has 
been the impression left by Oakville Quiet Lad that it is 
found that all the Rosemere International winners of recent 
years have been direct descendants of this one time king of 
the herd, and Oakville Quiet Lad will go down in Rosemere 
history not as king for a day but as king to the end! The 
place among the breed’s greatest sires that will be given 
Oakville Quiet Lad by breed historians of the future cannot 
be set down now but a review of the accomplishments of 
such internationally famous descendants as Idolmere, Idol- 
mere 4th, Idolmere 5th, Prizemere 9th, Blackmere 16th, 
Eileenmere 15th, Prizemere 32d, Pride of Rosemere 67th, 
Barbara of Rosemere 64th, and many other international 
winners must count heavily in his favor.

During 1929 practically every inter-breed championship at fat 
stock shows on Boys and Girls Calf Club contests, held east of the 
Mississippi were awarded to Aberdeen-Angus. This has come to 
be looked upon as a natural result of the holding of such exhibi- 
tions. The doddie has long been supreme with the corn belt feeder. 
The establishment by Oakleigh Thorne at Briarcliff, his ancestral 
acres in New York, of not only a large pure bred herd which ranks 
with the best in America, but a commercial herd, through which is 
being developed a new and profitable system of marketing the best 
beef products, is proving an important factor in doddie distribution 
in the east. High class beef

ed, however, that these Denver champions were all bred in the west 
and mostly in Colorado. The individual champions were sired by 
bulls that were either bred by Congdon & Battles or strong in the 
blood of this herd. This firm is mightily advancing western Aber- 
deen-Angus interests by the splendid type it is producing and its 
aggressive methods of distributing it. 

At Forth Worth in 1928 an Aberdeen-Angus steer by the Cong- 
don & Battles bred bull Blackbirdman of Rosemere, was grand 
champion of the South Western Exposition and Fat Stock Show. 
His name is Rival and he was bred and shown by Oklahoma A. & 

M. College. He came out at 
the head of such a strong and 


there. To some extent the 
doddie has supplanted the 
dairy, for at Briarcliff the 
dairy cow was once supreme. 

It is not our intention to 
enter into details, concerning 
the victories and triumphant 
operations of the Eastern 
breeders. We are dwelling 
upon the fact that the Aber- 
deen-Angus is also growing 
in popular favor in the west. 
The excellent exhibits of the 
breed at important shows 
and the winning of inter- 
breed championships is hav- 
ing the effect of widening its 
sphere of usefulness and 
stamping its quality on the 
western herds. Glancing back 
through the columns of the 
Journal for a year or so we 
find that in 1928 at the Na- 
tional Western show at Den-

Part of 
the grand champion car load of 1930 was bred by Diamond K. 
Ranch near Denver and shown by A. H. Schmidt of Tarkio fame. 
So that the last three grand championships on single steers and the 
last two on car lots have been won by Aberdeen-Angus at the Na- 
tional Western Stock Show at Denver, one of the important shows 
of the west. Once the habit is formed with the doddies they have 
a way of continuing to capture these championships. About all 
that is needed to continue the splendid record begun at Denver is 
for breeders and owners to take their cattle there. It will be notic-

nois. The steer calves 
brought $70.50 each and the 
heifers $63.00.” The prices 
these calves command render 
their production profitable in 
Texas or almost anywhere 
else in the United States. 
At the show at Portland in 1929 the grand champion steer was bred 
and shown by D. E. Alexander, Klamath Falls, Oregon. He is a 
pure bred steer whose dam is a granddaughter of Earl Marshall. 
Rock Creek Blinker is his name and he was also grand champion 
at San Francisco. I have in mind also that the car lot champion- 
ship at Portland was won by Aberdeen-Angus, which were bred in 
Oregon, but I have in some way mislaid my data concerning it and 
fail to find it, so cannot be quite sure. I know this, that wherever 


doddie car loads are exhibited that their quality and uniformity are 


so surpassing that it is is difficult for other breeds to successfully 
compete with them. From this northwestern country comes the 
testimony of Lewis Sharp. I quote it: “In my twenty years exper- 
ience breeding Black Cattle I find that crossed with the whiteface 
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they make one of the best range breeds to 
be found. I believe the fattest beef which 
goes out of this section of the country from 
the high mountain ranges are these crossed 
breeds.” A Montana ranchman, F. A. Like, 
gives his experience in that state: “Upon 
coming to Montana I tried out another breed 
as they were supposed to be the best range 
cattle that could be had. I only raised them 
a short time and turned to the Aberdeen- 
Angus for in my estimation the doddies are 
by far the best -for this country or any other 
for that matter.” 

At the Ak-Sar-Ben, St. Joe, South St. 
Paul and a number of, State Fairs west of 
the Mississippi, the doddie won inter-breed 
championships in calf club contests in 1929. 
Not only that but at every western show the 
breed was strongly represented whether it 
succeeded in carrying off the most import- 
ant honors or not. It furnished the compe- 
tition and usually won the championships. 
At the last American Royal the doddie did 
not win all the interbreed contests but it 
furnished red hot competition on those it 
did not win. This was well. It was likewise 
good for breeders of the doddies to have 
witnessed at this show that memorial to the 
calf club boy, the late Warren Ljungdahl, 
whose achievements were accomplished 
through the exhibition of Aberdeen-Angus 


calves. A calf purchased from the family 
of this boy, by the Kansas City Live Stock 
Exchange brought the record breaking price 
of $8.02 per pound, the money going to 
Mercy Hospital to found the Warren Ljung- 
dahl memorial room in this free non-sectar- 
ian children’s hospital. The American Roy- 


al has also witnessed in former years some 
mighty tops placed upon Aberdeen-Angus 
feeder calves which were produced by such 
great westerners as Johnson Workman and 


others who are advancing the breed in their 


territory. No backward step will be taken 
at Kansas City. In this Whiteface Capital 
it might be well for the doddie hosts to 
swoop down on the Royal with overwhelm- 
ing exhibits of black steers such as_ the 
breed is famed for producing. If I might 
presume to advise I would say that only 
high class breeding cattle in good condition 
should be selected for the auctions held dur- 
ing the Royal. The most reputable breeders 
wherever located should encourage the hold- 
ing of these events, with consignments from 
their herds. 

There are of course problems for western 
breeders to solve but the victorious tri- 
umphant march of the doddie in the west is 
in progress and it appears destined to con- 
tinue.

When Emil Brothersen and his son, May- 
nard, planned their draft sale to be held at 
Victor, Iowa, for Tuesday, February 11th, 
they did not feel assured that Iowa farmers 
would appreciate the offering and so hesi- 
tated about putting on the sale.

Buyers Present from Several States 


The T. E. Hamilton & Sons’ sale at 

Jamesport, Missouri, February 12th, at- 
tracted a big crowd of farmers and cattle- 
men from several states. Among them sev- 
eral men who hoped to secure cows and 
heifers in carlots. The cattle were present- 
ed just as they had come from the {fields 
and pastures, without grain, in just good 
breeding form. There were quite a number 
of baby calves most of them but a few days 
old. These calves sold with their dams. 
Some of the cows and heifers were near 
calving, all of which added to their attrac- 
tiveness from a commercial standpoint. The 
Hamilton herd has been one of the very 
successful commercial herds in the state of 
Missouri. At the same time a good many 
valuable bulls suitable for beef production 
have been sold from the herd from time to 
time. In fact this is another demonstration 
of what can be done with a very few good 
cows if one will but take care of them and 
keep them breeding and going good. The 
Hamilton herd is the outgrowth of the se- 
lection of a very few good cows a few years 
ago. It has been the policy of these good 
people to retain annually the good heifers 
and to sell out the steers and the inferior 
heifers. As a result the herd built fast 
and this draft sale was deemed necessary +o 
reduce the herd. Nothing was offered that 
the Hamiltons would not want to keep in 
their herd. 

As a result commercial men bid and bid 
well. Mr. J. S. Hudson of Ashland, Kansas, 
seemed to possess the keener instinct when 
it came to fixing the valuations of these 
cows so when the sale had finished it was 
discovered that he had purchased a good big 
carload at an average of practically $140.00 
per head. A few young calves included are 
figured in this average. 


The top five cows made an average of 
$156.00 and the top ten averaged $149.50. 
Fifty head of cows and older heifers aver- 
aged right at $130.00 per head and twenty 
head of heifer calves ranging in age from 
eight to thirteen months averaged a little 
better than $80.00 each. Those at the ring- 
side were free to recognize that cows at 
$150.00 per head that were capable of pro- 
ducing calves that would sell at $80.00 each 
when a year old ought to be a pretty good 
investment. 

Col. Cooper handled the sale in fine 
shape. Everything was peppy. The Hamil- 
tons got the cattle into the ring in good 
order and the buyers were snappy up to 
their limits. Seventy head passed the block 
in a little more than two hours time. The 
senior member of the firm is planning a 
vacation, which will of course not’ be long 
in duration for no man who loves good cat- 
tle will long stay away from them. The 
younger members will carry on and keep 
producing these good cattle for the trade 
and for the market.

The demand, ie 
said, really exceeded the supply and had for 
some time.

e Journal tried very hard last year to repor 
championship winnings at the leading shows and og - 
of all this endeavor many of the best shows escaped publicity One 
of these shows happened to be the Sixth Fat Cattle Show held at 
Lancaster, Pennsylvania, June 19-20, 1929. While the report is 
somewhat belated it nevertheless is a good one which surely will 
be appreciated even at this late date. On this occasion the grand 
champion steer was an Aberdeen-Angus weighing 1200 pounds 
which sold to the Arbogast & Bastian Co., of Allentown, Pa, at 
$75.00 per cwt. This steer dressed an even 65%. The first prize 
carlot were also Aberdeen-Angus; fourteen head averaged 1282 
pounds and sold to the American Stores Co., of Philadelphia at 
$20.00 per cwt. Second prize in this section was also taken by 
Aberdeen-Angus; fourteen averaged 1340 pounds and sold at $16.99 
per cwt. to the Nagle Packing Co., of Jersey City. First and sec- 
ond prize in the half-car lots were Aberdeen-Angus; the first prize 
seven head averaged 1342 pounds and sold at $17.50 per ewt, to 
M. Kornblum & Son, New York City, while the next seven head ay- 
eraged 1166 pounds and sold at $17.50 to Arbogast & Bastian Co. 
The rest of the prize winners were of different breeds. This is 
just another instance of the Aberdeen-Angus carrying away the 
high honors in open competition with all other breeds. A winning 
like this should convince those who are hesitating about the selec- 
tion of breeding cattle of one thing at least—that it pays to breed 
Aberdeen-Angus if one expects to win in the big shows. 


ABERDEEN-ANGUS BREEDERS’ ASSOCIATION 
LEADS IN MOVE TO STOP UNFAIR PRACTICES. 

As might be expected from the personnel of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, 
that body has stepped out fearlessly and approved the recent action 
of the Board of Directors of the International Exposition and the 
Board of Directors of the International Association of Fairs and 
Expositions in adopting rules and regulations covering the practice 
of showing “tampered” cattle. Not only did these gentlemen ap- 
prove the action but they have pledged the earnest cooperation of 
the officers of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association 
to the faithful carrying out of the new program. In support of 
this pledge, that readers might know the intent and purpose of it 
all, the recently adopted resolutions are here presented. The move 
is drastic, and it should be. The resolution follows: 

“Whereas, the Board of Directors of the International Live 
Stock Exposition and the Board of Directors of the International 
Association of Fairs and Expositions have adopted a rule stating 
‘Any artificial means of removing or remedying physical defects 
or conformation in exhibition animals such as cutting ties or lifting 
and filling under the skin will be considered as fraud and deception, 
and they further provided that ‘any exhibitor found guilty of a vio- 
lation thereof shall be barred from exhibiting at said Internation- 
al Exposition and at fairs and expositions that are members of the 
said International Association of Fairs and Expositions until rein- 
stated by a majority vote of their respective Boards of Directors; 
and whereas said rule is applicable to all breeding and fat classes 
at the International Live Stock Exposition, and to all cattle exhibit- 
ed in the fat classes calved since March 1, 1929, and all cattle ex- 
hibited in breeding classes calved since May 1, 1929, at all fairs and 
expositions held by members of the International Association of 
Fairs and Expositions. 

“Therefore, be it resolved by the Board of Directors of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association that we do most 
heartily endorse such rule and pledge the earnest cooperation of 
the officers of our Association to the faithful carrying out of the 
same. And be it further resolved that at fairs and expositions that 
are members of the International Association of Fairs and Exposi- 
tions we recommend that the rule be applied to all classes of steers 
and to all classes of breeding cattle in the Aberdeen-Angus division. 

“And be it further resolved that appropriations heretofore 
made for 1930 Fairs and Shows shall only be available to such as 
do make such rule applicable to such breeding classes and the secre- 


tary is hereby instructed to notify all member fairs and expositions 


of the foregoing action.”

(Editor’s Note: When Kenneth McGregor, manager of Hart- 
ley Stock Farms, Page, North Dakota, made known to the Editor 
pl he would accept the invitation to judge at the 1930 Perth Show 
he was immediately invited to report the show for Journal readers. 
As a result you here have Kenneth’s version of that greatest of all 

reat events in Aberdeen-Angus history. Note especially what he 
oe to say about the increase in price over last year and the strong 
demand for these Aberdeen-Angus bulls for crossing purposes.) 

The Aberdeen-Angus Show and Sale at Perth, Scotland, held 
on February 3rd, 4th and 5th was a great success. Around 800 

oung bulls and females were exhibited and sold during these three 
oy I have never seen so many good Aberdeen-Angus cattle at 
one show in my life and the sale was a marvel to me. Practically 
all the cattle exhibited and sold were under two years old, and in 
almost every case were brought out in good form. The winning 


cattle were in about as high 
fit as the winners would be 
at our largest shows in this 
country in these same 
classes. One thing I did par- 
ticularly notice in this regard 
was that the bloom of all 
winners was wonderful; to 
put your hand on their hair 
and hide was like putting it 
into a nest of soft, mellow 
down, with a feel like a 
glove. They show their young 
cattle there with hair moist 
and brushed up, and it cre- 
ates a wonderful impression 
—at least, it did with me. In 
spite of the high fit and 
young age of all these won- 
derful young winners, there 
were only around 10 nurse 
cows on the ground. This is 
the usual thing with cattle in 
Scotland, as they are regard- 
ed there as extra good milk- 
ers—much heavier milkers 
than the Scotch Shorthorns. 


approximately $280.00, an increase of almost $40.00 over the 1929 
sale. This increase was made in spite of the fact that there were 
no extremely high individual prices, as there were in 1929. It 
seems that there was absolutely an unlimited demand for Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls at around $200.00 each, from farmers breeding 
market cattle. These bulls went largely to men with Shorthorn 
bred females, in many cases pure breds, who crossed them with 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls. The resulting cross-bred animal has proven 
the most profitable of any in Scotland and Ireland. I was very cur- 
ious about this and the reason for making this cross. However, 
I was told to look up the quotations on the live stock markets of 
Scotland, which I did, and no further explanations were necessary. 
For instance, the Department of Agriculture report on the markets 
of February 9th for beef cattle at the Glasgow market was as fol- 
lows: For Shorthorn cross-bred cattle of good quality, 12%c to 15c. 
For Aberdeen-Angus cross- 
bred cattle of good quality 
15c to 17c. 

This was a difference of 
at least 2c per pound in fav- 
or of Aberdeen-Angus cross- 
bred steers over Shorthorn 
cross-bred steers of the same 
quality. This held true at 
practically all markets. The 
result is an unprecedented 
demand for Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls for crossing and breed- 
ing purposes, largely from 
Scotch and _ Irish tenant 
farmers, at prices higher 
than for any other breed, and 
the demand much wider. The 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders in 
Scotland are highly elated at 
the demand for their bulls, 

- and they certainly should be. 

The animals are sold by 
Classes, and in the order 
they are catalogued.

times, the lack of room and time to do the judging confused me a 
little, otherwise the work was most enjoyable and interesting. _ 

The type of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Scotland, as exemplified 
at this Perth Show, is the same as ours in America, the low-set, 
tidy, neat cattle being wanted there the same as here. Long legs 
and roughs are not wanted. They do want their cattle lighter boned 
than we expect here, and in many cases a little longer bodied, but 
otherwise just the same. In a general way, I would say that from 
our standpoint we excel them in these two respects. However, they 
excel us in quality of hide and hair, and particularly in length and 
levelness of rumps and of width behind at pin bones. In all the 
800 cattle judged, I saw very few cattle that were narrow behind 
or short or droopy on the rump, or high at tail head. There is no 
question but that the good cattle in Scotland would be good cattle 
here, and they have things in that country in Aberdeen-Angus that 
we need here badly. 

The sale was a marvel; to think of selling 800 young cattle, 
mostly around 12 months old, in two days, seems almost an impos- 
sibility. They were sold at the rate of 60 to 80 head per hour. 
There were no talks and no delays of any sort. People were sup- 
posed to know what they wanted and to know all about what they 
were bidding on. The only remarks on any of the cattle offered 
was to mention if they had won any prizes; if a retest would be 
given, and if they had been approved by the Board of Agriculture, 
for purchase through their purchase scheme for tenant farmers. 
I noticed in listening to remarks among the crowd, that the ordin- 
ary farmers breeding market cattle were well informed as to breed- 
ing of the cattle offered and as to the record of the best herds who 
were selling. The average price received for these 800 cattle was 


very close, and the winners 

could easily have been either 

one of two or three different 
bulls. I judged the same as I would do in this country, and had no 
trouble satisfying myself in most cases. The champion bull of the 
Show was “Election of Bleaton,” a 12-months old bull of outstand- 
ing merit. He would win at our shows. He was sired by Bensign 
of Ballindalloch, a champion at Perth in 1926. He was also close 
to the ground, full of quality and a real bull, and exhibited by Mar- 
chal and Mitchell of Bleaton. The reserve champion of the Show 
was Prior of Candacraig, another outstanding bull, shown by F. L. 
Wallace of Candacraig. This bull was sired by Evolver, of Har- 
viestown. The champion group of bulls was shown by Mr. Donald 
Allan, of Ballintomb, with a very even group of three young bulls. 
The champion female of the Show was also exhibited by Mr. Donald 
Allan. Mr. Allan’s cattle were all sired by a bull bred at Harvies- 
town. 

The highest priced bull in the sale was “Ellerman of Kiner- 
mony,” third prize bull in the February class. This bull was shown 
in rather lean condition, but was probably the greatest prospect in 
the Show. He was sired by “Gratuitus,” a bull whose get was very 
prominent this year. This great young bull was purchased by 
“Ballindalloch” for $5,100.00. The champion bull sold for $3,700.00 
and the reserve champion for $2,500.00. Other bulls sold at around 
$2,000.00, and a lot of bulls sold from $1000.00 to $1,500.00. 

One of the notable features of the sale was the large number 
of the best cattle that were sired by bulls bred at Ballindalloch. 
Another feature was the close attention paid to bulls bred and of- 
fered for sale by the four or five leading herds of the country. 
Breeders of Scotland seem to put a lot of emphasis on from which 
herd their new stock bull comes, as well as his breeding and indi- 
viduality. This Perth Show and Sale in Scotland is the big event 
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for the breed of the year. It is the one 
event in which all breeders try to partici- 
pate. All the best young bulls are held by the 
breeders for this sale, and buyers wait for 
this sale to buy what they need, because 
they know the best will be offered at Perth 
each year. 

Bulls were purchased for Australia, South 
Africa and the Argentine, but the best bulls 
stayed in Scotland for their own breeders. 
Ireland is very strong 
for Aberdeen-~Angus, 
and quite a few good 
bulls were purchased 
at good prices for 
that Country. How- 
ever, the real back- 
bone of the sale is 
the Scotch tenant, or 
ordinary farmer who 
is breeding market 
cattle as part of his 
farming business. He 
has found the Aber- 
deen-Angus bull will 
produce a type of 
steer or heifer that 
the butcher is willing 
to pay the highest 


sult, these farmers 
have learned that 
they can afford to 
pay at least $50.00 
more for the Aber- 
deen-Angus crossing 
bull than for any 
other breed of bull. 
This he is willing and : 
anxious to do as demonstrated by his large 
purchases at the different sales, including 
Perth. To realize that around 800 to 1,000 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls will be sold by auc- 
tion during one week to Scotch farmers for 
crossing purposes, living in a comparatively 
small area, is to know of the wide and pop- 
ular demand. I would estimate that at least 
three-fourths of the bulls sold were sold 
to these ordinary farmers for breeding mar- 
ket cattle. r 

In conclusion, I want to say that I have 
never seen together so many good Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle as I saw at Perth. The 
numbers and high quality could not be ex- 
celled. The sale was marvelous and the 
outlet seemed unlimited. I would say that 
the number of cattle offeréd at this sale 
could be increased with safety. Breeders 
are encouraged, buyers are making money 
by their purchases and Scotland and Ireland 
are being blackened up as never before. 
The British butcher wants Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, and he will pay a premium for them. 
The result is growth and progress among 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding herds.

Lancaster, Pa., Plans Fat Cattle Show, 


The Lancaster Fat Stock Show scheduled 
for June 18 and 19 promises to be one of the 
important features of the year. Pennsyl- 
vania and Reading railroad systems, large 
purchasers of baby veeves for their dining 
car services at State Farm Products Shows, 
are expected to be active bidders. One spec- 
ial attraction to packers will take the form 
of free transportation from the local yards 
to any point within a radius of 200 miles for 
the first prize car lot of steers, the first 
prize half car lot and the Grand Champion 
steer. In order to insure only the highest 
quality in exhibits a “Weeding Out” com- 
mittee will inspect all entries and reject 
those considered not up to standard. 


In Class No. 1, consisting of 14 to 20 cat- 
tle, prizes $200, $100, $50 and $25 will be 
awarded for first, second, third and fourth 
places respectively. 

Premiums of $100, $50, $25 and $15 will 
be given in class No. 2, consisting of 7 to 13 
steers. 

The following prizes will be awarded for 
individual animals: Single fat steer, class 3; 
single fat bull, class 4; single fat heifer, 
class 5; and single fat cow, class 6, first 
$15, second $10, third $5, and fourth $2.50. 

Entries close on Tuesday June 10 and the 
sale will be held on June 19, beginning at 9 
a.m. 

Rules governing the show are as follows: 

1. Competitive exhibits shall be limited 
to cattle that were sold as feeders at the 
Lancaster Stock yards. 

2. To be eligible in any competitive ex- 
hibit the entry must have been on feed by 
the exhibitor prior to March 15, 1930. No 
person other than the feeder in whose name 
the cattle are exhibited shall hold any fi- 
nancial interest in competitive exhibits. 

3. Car lot exhibits shall consist of no 
less than 14 nor more than 20 cattle fed on 
one farm. 

4. Exhibits can be entered ony through 
a member of the Lancaster Live Stock Ex- 
change. a 

5. All cattle shown in the competitive 
exhibit must be sold in the auction ring to 
the highest bidder. 

6. Car lots and half car lots that are not 
eligible to the competitive exhibit, as de- 
fined by regulation No. 1, may have the 
privilege of being sold in the auction ring 
providing the regular entry fee has been 


paid. 

7. All exhibits shall be taken off water 
at 6 p. m., Wednesday, June 18, the day 
previous to the sale.
